In a report issued recently, the 
association declares that during 
the six months ending last October 
the number of trespassers removed 
from trains was more than a mil- 
jion under the figure for the cor- 
responding period of 1935. 

Nevertheless, there is still a vast 
army of wanderers, 2,369,162 hav- 
ing been listed as trespassers dur- 
ing the six months covered by the 
report.

But there very definitely 
is reason for those fortunate 
enough thus far to have escaped 
it, to take care lest their good 
fortune end.
